The public recognition is accorded to the Sab- 
bath in our federal Constitution. ‘The President 
of the United States, in the discharge of the high 
functions of his legislative department, is expressly 
relieved from all embarrassment on Sunday. The 
business of the Supreme Court, the highest judi- 
cial tribunal of the country, is by law directed to 
suspend its session on Sunday. Both Houses of 
Congress, the Ollices of the State, Treasury, War, 
and Navy Departments, are all closed on Sunday. 
And all the States of the Union, | believe, (twenty- 
three of them certainly) by explicit legislative en- 
actments, acknowledge and declare the religious 
authority of Sunday. 


A brief allusion to the course of publie enact- 


ments by the States, will fully illustrate the high 
consideration that has been devoted to the Sab- 
bath, as a portion of time which duty, sound poliey, 
and our best interests require, should be set apart 
for religious service and moral improvement.

In the States of Georgia and North Carolina, so 
decided was the piety of their statesmen, fiat they 
not only prohibited the profanation, byt required 
the observance, of the Sabbath.

“Considering that in every community,some portion 
oftime ought to be set apart for relaxation trom 
worldly cares and employments, and devoted to the 
social worship of Almighty God, and the attain- 
ment of religious and moral instruction; which are 
in the highest degree promotive of the peace, hap- 
piness and prosperity of a people; and whereas the 
first day of the week, commoniy denominated the 
Sabbath, has at al! times among Christians in gene- 
ral been devoted to these important purposes, 
&c."°—therefore, it is by that act ordained, * that 
the first day of the week shall be kept and observed 
by the good people of the Territory, as a Sabbath, 
holy day, or day of rest from all secular labor and 
employments.”” [cannot forbear to remark, Sir, 
that such indications of correct sentiment are heard 
hy us with peculiar satisfaction, as coming trom 
our territorial districts. They are the best pledges 
that could be given of the stability and prosperity 
of the rising communities on our borders. 

The example of the old world also pleads power- 
fully on behalf of this sacred institution. London, 
with all its wealth, business and enterprise, regards 
the Sabbath. No mail is opened or closed on this 
day. And although there is probably five times 
the commerce between London and Liverpool, as 
between New York and Philadelphia, no ma 
eaves the metropolis for Liverpoo! between Satur- 
dav evening and Monday evening.

Mr. Epitor,—l ventured two or three weeks 
since to suggest an answer to some objections that 
might possibly be started against the proposed

sevson or out of season, against their vices. But to re- 
ture to the bill. Tt certainly was competent to any noble 
lord to tack to the billa clause to prevent the game of 
skittles being played in the new beer houses: but what 
| would be the consequence of such an amendment? ‘Those 
who wished to pliy woul! immediately goto other places : 
| they would go to the gin-siops. Bat as long as there were 
| four or five houses in St. Jame’s-street, as had been stated 
by the right reverend prelate from the pulpit, notoriously 
open—lhe would not say, wo their lordships, for he would not 
| suppose them capable of entering those places, but—to per- 





sons in their lordships’ class of society, who by going there 
ruined their wives and children, and made themselves fit 
for nothing but te go to Botuny Bay, where they were not 
disposed to go, or to leave this world, though he hoped none 
of them would be so jrreligious as to do so by iny act of 
their own; butas long as these houses were open, their 
lordships ought to be eautions before taking any measare 
to prohibit the poor man from amusing himself ata game 
of skittles. What he wanted was to pot down all gambling, 
and to place all houses, great or small, under the same 
restriction. Gambling was a crime by the law of the land.”’
